ewould tnke, ‘The hatred of the “ foreign devils” 
he-dit or-stiare bat He Knew how strong it 
wat, and hts efforts to mitionte that hatred 
wert made with full knowledge of the well-nigh 
Impossible Project he had in hand, The 
Chinese are in small matters ‘slow to anger; 
_ they are long-lived ifthey are not killed before 
thelr time and what to Europeans scems 
unusual and: exasperating delay is to them but 
the natural methods of diplomacy. “It is 
noticeable,” says Mrs, Little, “that the two 
Englishmen who ‘have longest retained the 
confidence of their Chinese employers—Sir 
Robert Hart and Sir Halliday Macartney—are 
both men of very calm and somewhat reticent 
“chameter, men who could not be -maved to 
hasty anger and impatient words, and that 
both Gordon and Sir Thomns Wade were 
emphatically . of the ‘opposite types.” Tt is 
certainly true of Gordon and Li; two men 
more utterly opposed to eazh other by tempera- 
ment and bv their outlook on life can 


hardly be imagined; Gordon, hysterical and | 


with a mast sensitive appreciation of honour, 
Li, unemotional and subtle, with his own sense 
of honour which permitted’ him .to do: almost 


’ anything he wished. Yet it was, Li who was 


afraid of Gordon,. and he respected “him to the 
end of his days. Gordon was really too excit- 
able a manta underiake any delicate diplomatic 
mission, It is “neceskary sometimes to, ‘he as, 
‘cold-bloaded as the men you hate, You must 
resort to their methods to outwit them, .Gardon 
could not do that.’

Li was thereafter promoted to Chibli, where 
he was Viceroy for thirty years. There he 
came into immediate contact with foreigners, 
and profited accordingly, Mrs, Little contrasts, 
in an excellent chaptet the character of Li and 
thatof Chang Chih-Tung., Both Chinamen, they 
were yet wide asthe poles asunder. Gordon 
couldchave got on with Chang Chih-Tung, who 


was proud of the title the “ Incorruptible,” And 
yet though his morals were excellent. as a 


Statesman he was not within sight of Li. Yet, 
Btrange to say, though Chih-Tung’s hatred of 
the foreigners was unmitigated and sincere, he 
was one. of the Yangtse Viceroys to whom 
Europeans {n China owed their lives in the 
terrible year 1900, He was comparatively as 
amallaman as Li was gigantic. “In colo 
quiet’ Jet us hope is his motto, and that there 
may at last'be peace there for many an over- 
taxed Chinese mandarin who, in much bewil- 
derment, somewhat blindly strives ‘to do his 
duty with an usurping Empress, a deposed 
Emperor, and eight nations knocking at the 
Sates to extort {roms long-suffering and a too- 
often starving peasantry compensations for their: 
rulers! wickedness, ‘Beware the fury of a

Butno one can write on China and not use 
ominous words, There ts ‘something ‘in 
the Oelestial face, mind, or temperament’

It has been recorded that, in the search 
‘forthe wealth of the, Indies a tiny wooden 
barque, in 1492, took Columbus to the 
Allantic shores of America, For a similar 
purpose a small fleet of sailing. ships was 
sent to the Far Mast. by the East India 
Company early in the seventéenth century, 
and their agents unconsciously commenced 
working out in China the great international 
problem: with the solution of which Hong- 
kong has been specially concerned On the 
21st November last the White Star Line 
launched one of the largest steamer yet built, 
‘which.is to plough the waters between Great 
’ Britain and z\merica, and carr he im- 
mense trade that has grown between the 
two countries since Columbus set sail in 
his barque. It is the fourth time within 
five years that a steamer larger than all 
her predecessors has been Taunched for’ 
this line, and this fact of itself constitutes a. 
unique record, The Oceanic, the first of 
the four, was launched in’ January, 1899; 
the Celtic came next in 196; the Cedric 
followed in 1902; and uow comes the Laltic 
at the close of 1903. When the Oceauic 
was launched in i899, the next to her in 
tonnage was the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, 
of 14,346 tons ; the Baltic, which is 24,000 
-tons, has a rival in the Aarser” "Wilhelm i, 
of 20,010 tons, ‘The increase. in tonnage 
in the largest steamer has therefore been 
almost 10,000 tons within the last five 
years, A-more rapid rate’ of increase than 
| this has never taken place within the same: 
time in the past history of steam navigation. 
It is just.over fifteen “years since the launch 
of the first steamer. of over 10,000 tons (the 
Great Lasiern excepted), and in the ten. 
years from 1888, when the City of New York 
of 10,500 tons, was launched, to 1898, when 
the Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, of 14,346 
tons, was the largest steamer, the advance 
was a little less than 4,000 tons. Now, 
in less than five years, there is a further 
increase of almost 10,000 tons.

ARREST OF A GERMAN CAPTAIN 
AL MOST, 
Te 
AN EXTRAORDINARY CASE, 


" The following is from the Ache CAronicle of 


the 20th inst. :—During the last few days some | 


brief particulars have appeared in the Japanese 


journals regarding trouble that has arisen in, 


Connection with the crew of the Adidne Rick- 
mers at Moji. We have now obtained a state- 
tuent regarding this case, which is of a remark- 
able nature, ‘ . 
' According to the facts which have been 
related to us, the , German steamer -Aé/dne 
Ritkmers, Captain Warneke, was lying in Moji 
harbour about a week ago, when the Captain 
received a députation from the Chinese crew 
asking that the Chinese should be discharged at 
thal port. The Captain objected to this on the 
ground that there was no German Consulate 
in Moji which could give a discharge, and 
that it would’be impossible for him, to obtain 
another crew at Moji. He promised, however, 
to take the men to Singapore and pay them off 
there, and to send them back to Hongkong 
from that port. ‘It appears that meanwhile 
some of the Chinese had gone ashore, and 
they were told bya Chinese compradore that 
he could lodge the whole of the Chinese, if 
they liked to leave: the ship and come to his 
premises. These men, returning. on board, 
Communicated this inviiation to the rest of the 
Chinese crew, and the Chinese thereupon in- 
sisted on leaving the ship in a body, notwith- 
standing the direct order of the Capain, On 
the Chinese altempting to deseit the vessel 
the officers interfered and a row ensued, the 
result being that afier a sharp struggle the 
Chinese were locked up in the forecastle, ‘ 
During the struggle blows were struck, and 
the Chinese apparently bore some marks of the 
affay, for on a number of them escaping 
through the ventilator of the forecastlé and 
reaching the shore, they laid a complaint 
against the Captain and officers for assault, 
showing the wounds they had received as 
evidence of maltreaiment. The authorities, 
without apparently attempting to make any 
further inquiries, at once proceeded on board 
and arrested the Cuptain and officers,
